| MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
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Naomi mine of the United Coal company, 
three miles west of this city, following a ter- 
rifle explosion shortly after 8 o'clock last 
night. 

Probably half the imprisoned men were 
kilied outright by the explosion. Hundreds 
of volunteer rescuers have been working for 
hours trying to save the others. Only one 
body has been removed. 

Threatening to be the worst of al} the fright- 
ful coal mine tragedies with which the Pitts- 
burg district has been visited, this latest one 
has aroused the people for miles around. 
Thousands are flocking to the mine’s mouth, 


where every means known to mine opera- 


tion is being exerted to reach the men endur- 
ing a living death. 

Aid has been secured from Monongahela 
City, Belle Vernon, and other nearby towns. 
All the officials of the coal company have 
been hurried to the spot, while every availa- 
ble miner in this section of the state has been 
pressed into service as rescuer. 

Open Lamp Is Cause. 

The explosion was caused, it is said, by a 
miner going into an old entry with a lighted 
lamp. The mine empleys 200 men, seventy- 
five of whom had just gone to work on the 
night shift when a blinding flash illuminated 
the mine. There was a roar as tons of coal 
and slate crashed down into the entries 
crowded with workmen. Then utter dark- 
ness followed, the explosion putting out of 
commission completely the dighting and air 
facilities in the mine. 

It was several minutes before the enormity 
of what had happened dawned upon those 
who had escaped. The mine immediately 
filled with deathly gases, and those not hurt 
by the explosion are supposed to have per- 
ished while running to get into the fresh air. 
One entire section of the mine was found to 
be cut off from the outside. 


Report Heard for Miles. . 
The report of the shook buildings

The women and children 
are crying continually while not staring 
hopelessly at those carrying on the work of 
rescue. 8 

Figures estimating the number of men en- 
tombed vary, and it is impossible to get a 
correct estimate from the confused officials. 
There were over fifty men in the entries, 
uninjure@d miners assert, while others say 
the number is much less. 

Because of the wrecked interior of the 
mine it was announced that the loss of 
life would not be known until a round- 
up was made. There are five rescue parties 
at work, and they are 400 feet from where 
the entombed victime are. 


Property Loss Is Heavy. 

The Naomi mine Is a shaft mine and one 
of the oldest operated by the United Coal 
company, which has its principal offices in 
Pittsburg. It is one of the biggest mines in 
the soft coal region, and gave work to 200 
‘to 800 men all the year round. The property 
loss will enormous, as the mine was 
equipped a cost of thousands of dollars 
with all the up to date mine appurtenances. 
such as électric lights, electric coal cars, and 
an electric ventilating system. 

The explosion completely wrecked the air 
system, and that of itself means that no hu- 
man being can live long in the mine as it 
now is. 

Since the work of rescue began, a few 
minutes after the explosion occurred, the 
rescuers have been hampered by lack of 
light. Torches were pressed into service. and 
hundreds of workmen carrying these to and 
fro presents a picture that adds to the grew- 
some conditions. 

While some hold torches, others are peg- 
ging away with pick and shovel to reach 
their fellow workers. All that can be heard 
ia the steady thud as picks strike the hard 
débris, relieved occasionally by the shouts 
of mine foremen and bosses tssuing orders. 


Mountain of Debris in Way. 
What seems an almost insurmountable 
mountain of débris is bet ween the struggling 
workmen and the imprisoned men. Some 
rescuers aré trying to tunnel this, while 
strenuous efforts to reach the imprisoned 
pe by other means are being made.

PARIS, Dec. 1.—Detaile were announced 
today of the international automobile en- 
Gurance run to be made from New York to 
Paris. 

The route of the run will be laid from New 
York City across the American continent 
to the northwest portion of Alaska, thence 
over the frozen ring straits, across the 
vast plains of Si a, through Russia, and 
thence down through Europe to Paris. 

The date of the start will be set some time 
early in the spring, probably in the latter 
part of February. 

Knowing the dangers to be faced and the 
hard knocks the autos must stand on the trip, 
the local makers have begun the building of 
special conveyances to meet the difficulties. 


Dion Tells of Machine. 

Marquis de Dion will make several of these 
machines after thorough trials the best to 
be selected to take part in the great contest. 

“The machine I am designing.“ he said, 
will differ considerably from the one to 
which I pinned my faith in the Peking to Paris 
tour. This time I will depend on a thirty- 
four horse power machine, capable ofa speed 
of twenty-five miles an hour, and also of run- 
ning at a. rate of only two or three miles. 

The body will be perched on wheels of suf- 
ficient height to avoid ali dangers of the 
motor touching the ground when deep ruts 
are encountered and extra air cooled cylin- 
ders will be carried, as water is a cause of 
trouble through freezing. 

I am also king out a system to warm 
the motor slightly at the time of starting, so 
the circulation of the oil will not be pre- 
vented by freezing. 


Windlass to Escape Bogs. 

“On the front of the vehicle is a windlass 
worked by a motor, which will pull the 
machine out of a bad position without other 
assistance. The wheels have detachable 
rims and are supplied with extra large 
pneumatics for ordinary conditions and 
wooden tires for snow and ice. The vehicle 
will be supplied with a leather hood and eur - 
tains in the form of a shelter tent. 

“Ags for the metal work, I know steel be- 
comes brittle in low temperatures and I am 
now making a series of experiments in my 
laboratory with liquid air in hopes I may 
find a combination which will be the most 
resistant.“

U. S. SLEUTH VICTIM OF PLOT? 


Chief Wilkie Gets Evidence That 
Mine Probe Caused Murder. 


TEN MEN MAY BE INDICTED.

Denver, Colo, Dec. 1.—[Spectal.]—Chief 
Wilkie of the United States secret service 
has gained evidence connecting ten men with 
the alleged plot which resulted in the killing 
of Secret Service Agent Walker at the Hes- 
perus mine, near Durango, Colo., recently. 

Much of the evidence is circumstantial, 
but will be verified tomorrow, in part at 
least, by witnesses who have been rounded 
up by the government’s agents. 

Walker was killed at the Hesperus mine 
near Durango, Colo., by a miner named 
Vanderweide, while in search of evidence 
to be used in the prosecution of men in- 
dicted on the charge of defrauding the gov- 
ernment out of valuable coal lands. 

At the time of his death he was guarding 
the entrance to the mine While his com- 
panions were underground in an attempt to 
And whether or not the Hesperus shafts ex; 
tended beyond the limits of the mining com- 
pany’s land and encroached upon governh- 
ment property or lands belonging to private 
persons not connected with the company. 

It was alleged at the time of Walker’s 
death that it was brought about by pereons 
interested in the mining property to pre- 
vent the uncovering of wholesale thefts of 
land, and the investigation was started 
which resulted in the finding of the evidence 
now held by Chief Wilkie. 

Chief Wilkie is preparing a detailed report 
on the entire matter which will be submitted 
to President Roosevelt at an early date.

The question “ Why Giris Wrong was 
discussed in Belden Avenue tist church 
last night by the pastor, Dr. John A. Earl;

BLOOD PUMPED FROMHUSBAND 
WILL SAVE SICK WIFE’S LIFE. 


Transfusion of Vital Fluid at Hospital 
Said to Have Succeeded—Done Only 
Three Times Before. 


Blood that Mrs. Thomas Mitchell received 
into her body on Saturday from that of her 
husband will save her life, according to an- 
nouncement yesterday at the Policlinic hos- 
pital. Dr. Victor J. Baccus, who performed 
the operation, said: 

“If this operation succeeds, it will be the 
fourth successful operation of its kind that 
has been perfor. and the first in America. 
Transfusion of blood has been successfully 
accomplished in Paris twice and in Berlin 
once. 

Mrs. Mitchell would undoubtedly have 
died if her husband had not given her over 
one-ninth of the blood in his own big, healthy 
body. He refused to have an anesthetic and 
did not wince during the operation."’ 


Gift of Blood Is of No Avail. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 1.—[Special.]—The 
sacrifice of John Gray of this city in giving 
nine ounces of his blood to save the life of 
Isabella Kennedy proved vain, for she died 
this morning in the Methodist hospital. The 
identity of Gray, who is a Philadelphian, 
was kept secret until today. When Gray 
heard of the death of Miss Kennedy he was 
deeply affected.

DENIES REDUCTION IN MEATS; 
BLAME ON CHICAGO PACKERS. 


Secretary of Master Butchers of Amer- 
ica Says Cut Is Only in Pork, and 
That Came Two Days Ago. 


Troy, N. T. Dec. 1.—[Special.]—Daniel J. 
Haley, secretary of the United Master Butch- 
ers’ Association of America. denied: today 
that there has been a reduction of 20 to 80 per 
cent in the price of meat to the retail trade. 
He sald the only reduction by packers was 
on pork, and that was not announced until 
yesterday. 

He eaid the prices were controlled absolute- 
ly by the Chicago packing houses, and that 
reports of reductions were sent out from Chi- 
cago to deceive consumers. 

„ We have taken advantage of the first 
opportunity the trust has given to make a 
reduction on pork,’’ he continued. The 
trust is getting from us for pigs $9.50 a. 
hundred for what does not cost it 65. 


Better Quality, Same Price. 

Leading local packers admit that Mr. Ha- 
ley’s general statement about no reduction 
in price to the butcher is correct, but refuse 
to be quoted until today, when, it is said, a 
statement may be issued. One packer said 
no one authorized any one to say anything 
about a reduction in prices.

Romance and Tragedy of Ranch Life

Across a little wooden table in a dimly 
lighted room of a Halsted street hotel yester- 
day afternoon the story of a romance and 
tragedy of western life was recited when a 
veteran Wyoming ranchman unexpectedly 
came face to face with the man who eight 
years ago eloped with his daughter.

BLOWING BOTH HOT 


4 fen summer, prophets of various kinds 
dave been settling the winter conditions 
im advance with their customary aggres- 
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mlveness. It is a little too early to specu- 
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The annual report of the secretary of 
agriculture shows that the value of the 
crops of 1907 is greater than that for any 
previous year in the history of American 
farming. The figures are hard to appre- 
because the total amount is so 
large. The statement that the crops wil 
yield the farmers of the country seven 
and a half billions of dollars is better 
understood when some comparisons are 
made. , 7 

Tne secretary furnishes these compari- 
sons. Taking corn, for example, and in- 
dicating the value of the crop of this 
year to be larger than that of 1906, he 
says that with the money gained from 
eight crops like the one of 1907 it would 
be possible o duplicate every mile of 
steam railroad in the country, paying for 
all railroad property, terminals, rolling 
stock, and everything else connected with 
the service. As four-fifths of the corn 
of the world is produced in the United 
States there is interest in the statement 
that seventeen years of corn crops like 
the one of this season would replace the 
banking power of the world, banking cap- 
ital, surplus, deposits, and circulation. 

The order of the crops from the stand- 
point 6f value. will surprise many, corn 
being followed by hay, cotton. and wheat. 
Dairy products are shown to be more 
valuable than any crop except corn, and 
poultry products closely approximate the 
value of the hay crop of the year. The 
cotton yield of six hundred millions value 
represents just about, half of the amount 
received from the live stock sold from the 
farms. With many different products 
bringing him wealth from an inexhaust- 
ible storehouse the farmer has every rea- 
son for pride in his importance as the rep- 
resentative of the greatest industry on 
earth. 

When the $7,500,000,000 yielded by 
agriculture is added to the $14,800,000,000 
representing the value of the output of 
in this 
country for the last fiscal year the vast- 
ness of the wealth of the people of the 
United States is apparent. With each 
year adding improvements to farming 
methods and opening up new territory 
for agricultural purposes as reclamation 
projects are being pushed, the prospect. 
for the future seems one of unbounded 
promise as long as the sun shines and 
the rain falls. 


WHO PROFITS BY THE REDUCTION? 

Much joy prevails throughout the 
United States in the department of house- 
hold economy.

There are many who insist that the fea- 
tures of Edward VII. are distinctly Bour- 
bonian, while his charm of manner, his readi- 
ness of wit, and hie courtesy are Gallic rather 
than British. His Bourbon ancestry would 
account for this.

Bates; the butler, is a man with 
a past and his secret, which is not revealed 
until the final curtain, keeps the interest of 
the audience keen. There is a villain, Pick- 
ering, who owed thousands of dollare to old 
Glenarm, and, these papers not being found 
after the supposed death of the old man, 
Pickering and his confederate Morgan at, 
tempt to search through the house to find 
them.

Since the Pankma bonds will be held by the 
treasury as security for the public money 
which is paid for them and left on deposit 
with the purchasing banks, the bonds are 
not expected to be deposited to their entire 
amount for new bank note circulation. They 
can only be so deposited by substituting other 
classes of bonds as security for deposits of 
public money. While this would have been 
done if the new circulation had been re- 
quired, it is now expected that it will not be 
done to anything like the full issue of bonds. 

If public money is withdrawn from the 
banks in the spring the bonds will be released 
and can be substituted as security for cir- 
culation issued against the one year certifi- 
catea if the latter were then paid off with 
interest to the date of payment. 

Many bankers have reported cash 
in their institutions much in excess of 
requirements. Evidence that pressure for 
currency is diminishing is found in the state- 
ment of the New York clearing house hanks 
on Saturday, with its actual increase of 
nearly $2,000,000 in cash and its reduction of 
the deficit in reserves by over $1,000,000. It 
is expected the statement of next week will 
make a still more favorable showing, be- 
cause of the gold on the way from Burope. 


Banks Stand Strain Well. 

The manner in which the national banks 
have stood the strain has been gratifying 
to Controller Ridgely. Less than a dozen 
failures have occurred since Oct. 1, which 
is but Mttle above the average of normal 
times. This is in striking contrast with 
conditions in 1893, when more then 160 sus- 
pensions occurred.

$50,000 and not less than §25,000 has not ap- 
parently impaired the general strength of the 
nationa! banking situation.

The week in distributing lines was char- 
acterized by a gradual return of confidence, 
evidenced by increased buying in some de- 
partments. Retail trade was fairly active, 
and the buying of holiday goods, with the 
general dealings in staples, rounded out a 
comparatively satisfactory volgme ot trans- 
actions, 

Further curtailment was noted in the out- 
put of iron and steel products. The demand 
has been light, but in some departments. 
notably in the wire and rail mills, forward 
bookings will furnish work for several 
months ahead. Contracts in all lines, how- 
ever, are confined generally to filling actual 
requirements. 

Cotton fabrics ruled quiet, but there was 
a little increase in the inquiry for prompt 
shipment. The advance in raw al 
prices was a factor in strengthening the 
market. Stocks in distributors’ hands are 
light, and the curtailment of the output 
has prevented any accumulation of stocks. 

Lumber dealers reported a quiet week, 
there being little new bullding going on, and 
the demand being slow in all directions.
